POSTAL SAVINGS. 


<Hr. l.yon Makca « Stronf Plea In Favor of 


Ilir Meaiun—Other National 


WASHINOTOS, Dec. 15.—The first 


matter which came before the na- 
iional board of trade at its session 
today was a resolution favoring the 
establishment of postal 
saving 


Minks, which was introduced by the 
Chicago bo»rd of trade. It was 
stated in the resolution that the 
people should be encouraged to de- 
posit their savings in a department 
of the national government. The 
passage of the resolution was advo- 
cated Dy Mr. Lyon, of Chicago, who 
said that the secret of saving lies m 
Mginning. There must be an in- 
vestment for such savings which 
would cultivate the business habit 
and in turn the person would be- 
come capable of handling money. 


He thought that such an institu- 


tion would cultivate patriotism and 
would provide a safe mode of in- 
vestment for the people's money, 
would prevent panics and would 
call into active use large sums of 
money that are now hoarded. 


Mr. Hitchcock asked if Mr. Lyon 


knew what the government would 
do with this money. In reply Mr. 
Lyon said he had not given this 
part of the subject attention, but it 
was now before congress and he 
had no doubt that body would de- 
vise some means of investing the 
money.

William B. Walter passed away 


lust night at 11 o'clock at his resi- 
dence, 147 Griffith street.

Ijankruptcy bill similar in its sub- 
stantial features to the Hemlerson- 
Culbertson bill passed by the house 
last ses-siou will ho reported to the 
houso this week by the judiciary 
committee. The bill provides for 
both voluntary bankruptcy and in- 
voluntary bankruptcy. By its pro- 
visions any one itiay file a petition 
and go into voluntary bankruptcy, 
except a corporation. The latter 
may be forced into it but not other- 
wise. Wage earners, laborers and 
farmers cannot be forced into it. 
All others lire subject, to involun- 
tary bankruptcy for certain desig- 
nated causes. In general these in- 
voluntary causes relate to fraudu- 
lent conduct on the part of tho bank 
rapt. The clause in past measures 
providing that a man who permits bis 
commercial paper to go unpaid for 
thirty ilays 8hjill be nn involuntary 
bankrupt is eliminated. 
The gen- 


eral effect of the bill is to discharge 
the bankrupt of all debts after the 
estate has been administered and it 
has been found that there has been 
no fraudulent conduct. Tlin bank- 
rupt measure is so framed as to 
make its administration simple anO 
inexpensive. It involves only two 
two officers, referee and trustee. 


A new code of rules for the house 


of representatives will be presented 
by Speaker Reed and his associates 
on the committee on rules after the 
holiday rece?s, 
At present 
the 


house is proceeding under the rules 
of two ye.'irs ago, these having been 
adopted pending the framing of the 
new rule.s. The present purpose is 
to rendopt old rnles without import- 
ant changes. Representative Bar- 
ret, of Massachusetts, is to be given 
a hearing at an early day on two 
amendments and substitutes, and in 
securing time during debate. Al 
present the rules are very strict 
and individual members have little 
latitude in securing additions to 
the appropriation bills. Mr. Bar 
rett's extended service as speaker of 
the Massachusetts' house of repre- 
sentatives gives added weight to the 
changes he is urging, although it is 
not eipected that they will be favor- 
ably considered by the committee. 
In view of published reports thai 
Mr. Reed was framing a rule de 
signed to cut off "riders" to appro- 
priation bills originating in the sen- 
ate, it is stated by one familiar with 
the speaker's views that he has no) 
C3ntemptated any such action anil 
that the house could not do so if it 
would. 
Wjicn such amendments 


come over from the senate, the 
house id obliged to act on them, by 
concurring or nonconcurring, anc 
it is said that this action could not 
be changed as to abridge the rights 
of the senate.

This led to a hot 
debate, but finally passed with only 
two votes in the negative, and these 
were from an Episcopal and a Uni- 
tarian church respectively.

ARMY OF YOUNG CRIMINALS. 


»t Indluukpolli* Listens to Ap- 
palling ftlutijtlo, 


INMANAPOUS, Doc. IS. — The 


eighth annual meeting of the boys 
and girls' national home convention 
began here yesterday in the hall of 
the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, fifty delegates, including many 
from cities is other states being pre- 
sent. 


The secretary of the convention 


had a mass of tabulated statistics 
from chiefs of police of many cities, 
relating to crime among youth, and 
showing tho effects of curfew laws 
in restraint of crime. 
The report 


from St. Louis showed a redaction 
under the cnrfew law of 50 per cent 
in the commitments to the reform 
school, and Lincoln, Neb., reported 
a falling off of 75 per cent. 


The reports farther showed that 


in 1895 and 1896 over 197,000 boys 
were arrested ; from something over 
100 towns heard from there were 
271 bands of boy robbers; nearly 
one-third of Boston's arrests were 
boys ; 33,000 youngsters were incar- 
cerated in Chicago in two years. 
The reports from all of the big cities 
shows that the number of boys who 
start every year on the road to the 
penitentiary is astounding.
